Cyclist rescued after 
eight hours in ditch 

P OLICE officers involved in a major missing 
person search have been praised for their de¬ 
termination and professionalism after success¬ 
fully finding a badly injured woman, who had been 
lying stranded in a ditch for eight hours. 

At 5.45pm on Friday, November 19th, a man from 
Merriott reported his wife was missing after she had 
failed to turn up for work earlier that afternoon. She 
had not been seen since 1 lam and her disappearance 
was graded high-risk as it was out of character and 
there was severe wind and rain in the area. 

A command centre was set-up in Merriott and en¬ 
quiries found the last signal from her phone was be¬ 
tween Merriott and Dinnington. Officers established 
she had gone for a cycle ride and quickly became 
concerned that she had come off her bike and was 
unable to get home or raise help. All available staff 
were briefed and allocated areas to search and the 
police helicopter and Exmoor Search and Rescue 
were also involved in the rescue effort. 

At 11.35pm her bike was seen on top of a 20 feet 
ditch at the side of a road and she was found at the 
bottom, suffering from hyperthermia and injuries to 
her leg. The woman had been stranded in the ele¬ 
ments and without any warm or waterproof clothing 
for around eight or nine hours.The victim, who is in 
her 40s, was recovered from the ditch by Exmoor 
Search and Rescue and taken by ambulance to Yeovil 
District Hospital. 

Speaking about the incident, Chief Inspector Sean 
Williams said: “This was a challenging incident in 
which officers worked hard searching a large area to 
find a woman who had been missing for a long time 
and in bad weather. Many were out on foot searching 
ditches and tracks in some miserable conditions. 
Everyone involved in the search put in a fantastic ef¬ 
fort and demonstrated determination, professional¬ 
ism and team spirit. In particular, Inspector Mike 
Griffiths is to be highly praised for his leadership in 
this incident and for his organisation of the response. 
The two officers who found her are also to be con¬ 
gratulated for their efforts and for their calmness 
under pressure dealing with this incident. I am 
pleased that we were able to find and help this 
woman and wish her a speedy recovery.” 

Police are investigating the possibility that the vic¬ 
tim was knocked off her bicycle by a black vehicle. 
Anybody who witnessed a collision or has informa¬ 
tion which could help the investigation is asked to 
contact PC Chris Williams at Chard Police Station 
on 0845 456 7000.

Crimestoppers 
helping the 
public stay safe 

LOCAL members of the policing team launched an 
awareness campaign last week at Chard Tesco to try 
and get more community response to local crime. 

The campaign will run throughout Chard, Crewk- 
erne and Ilminster for several weeks and aims to in¬ 
crease knowledge of the Crimestoppers charity and 
what service it can offer in the fight against crime. 

Although the independent charity has been in exis¬ 
tence for 22 years, some people are still unaware of 
the service it provides. It is endorsed by the police, it 
is not run by them, which means anyone who calls or 
uses the online form to provide information can re¬ 
main completely anonymous, often leading to infor¬ 
mation that the public may otherwise be afraid to 
report. 

Information provided to Crimestoppers can make a 
real difference to police investigations. Between April 
and October there were a total of 193 reports to 
Crimestoppers across the Somerset East policing dis¬ 
trict. This has resulted in 23 arrests and 41 crimes 
being detected. 

Speaking about the awareness campaign, PCSO 
Ben Samways said: “We always welcome people 
coming forward and reporting crime directly to the 
police. However, we recognise that some people will 
want to help us solve crime without getting involved 
and Crimestoppers provides a valuable, anonymous 
alternative. 

“The public provide us with thousands of additional 
eyes and ears and can have valuable information 
about people committing crime. 

“We are particularly keen to hear from people with 
information about the crimes that most matter to our 
residents. These include rural crime, the supply and 
abuse of drugs and anti-social use of motor vehicles. 
If anyone has information I would urge them to get in 
touch. Crimestoppers can give certain members of the 
community a way of contacting us which means they 
feel safe and know they do not have to go to court 
themselves.” 

Sergeant Greg Power added: “We get an overall 
feeling of people not wanting to waste police time but 
a number of times a simple phone call can enable us 
to take a different tack for an investigation. It may be 
the missing piece to a larger puzzle and however triv¬ 
ial it may seem we want to know.” 

In the coming weeks, Crimestoppers posters will be 
appearing throughout all three towns. Neighbourhood 
policing teams will be talking to residents about 
Crimestoppers at beat surgeries and PACT meetings 
and will be including it in future school talks to intro¬ 
duce Crimestoppers to pupils. 

Demonstrating the value of Crimestoppers, a sus¬ 
pect was arrested within the Avon and Somerset area 
after someone identified a shoplifter from a CCTV 
image published on the Crimestoppers website. 
Within two hours of the information being submitted 
a warrant was executed and the suspect was arrested 
and the stolen property recovered. 

On another occasion, a suspect being interviewed 
admitted a further offence of theft, having seen him¬ 
self on a Crimestoppers appeal for identification cir¬ 
culated via the website.

At Whitney Farm, Dan and Sarah have set up a business 
rearing geese as well as native breeds of cattle. In their 
first year Dan and Sarah managed to sell 
their total flock of 1000 geese and are 
also selling special beef boxes to satisfy 
local demand. "My grandfather was a 
goose farmer, and also my dad and 
brother and now I'm carrying on the 
tradition." 

This year the aspiring couple want to 
do better than ever and bring in a new 
customer base who respect the tradi¬ 
tional methods of rearing required to 


produce such a tasty, healthy range of meat and poultry. 
Dan said: "I've been rearing geese my whole life so now 
I'm really pleased I'm able to rear my own. The geese 
from Whitney Farm are fed with locally grown corn and 
reared using traditional methods, everything here is free 
range and we can offer complete traceability." 

Despite the rising cost of running a farm and the fact 
that goose feed has nearly doubled in price the Dunnings 
have held their goose prices to help those struggling in 
the current financial climate. By buying straight from 
Whitney Farm, customers are guar¬ 
anteed quality and taste and 
can be sure that the ani¬ 
mals have been reared 
with high welfare stan¬ 
dards.

In her working life she commuted to London daily in her job with Berk¬ 
shire County Council social services department. 

Like many in retirement, Leslye finds her just as busy as when she was 
working, both in her leisure activities and volunteer work as a member of 
the Yeovil and District branch of Cats Protection who endeavour to rehome 
over 100 cats per year in the Crewkerne, Chard and llminster area. Leslye 
is a founder member of the local University of the Third Age through which 
she continues her love of dancing as part of the folk dance group. 

Leslye hasn't quite got nine lives but having bounced back from divorce 
and breast cancer she is very content with her second life and enjoys noth¬ 
ing more than a purring cat on her lap. 


# WHAT do you like about Crewk¬ 
erne? 

I love the area, the fact that it's not 
twee but a down to earth market 
town and although people complain 
about the traffic, having come from 
Berkshire this is nothing and friends 
who visit comment how quiet it is. I 
also love the fact that it is so easy to 
get to the sea and the moors and the 
people are so friendly, we settled in in 
no time. 

# HOW did you meet David? 

WE met through a dating agency, he 
had been widowed for about six years 
and I had been divorced for about the 
same amount of time. I went on holi¬ 
day with some girlfriends and one of 
them had joined this agency called 
Stepping Out. With my love of dancing 
I liked the name but it was a year later 
before I tried it. David was the first 
man I met, I was about the 50th 
woman he had dated. 

# HAVE you always danced? 

Since I was four, took ballet and tap 
but then during my O levels my PE 
teacher said ballet was what little girls 
did and I should do something more 
serious so I stopped for a while. Them 
when I was 18 I began doing keep fit 
dancing and strangely enough got my 
first grant to go on a training weekend 
from The Central Council of Physical 
Recreation in Crewkerne, now Sport 
England. At 21 I started teaching in 
the evenings, but now I am happyjust 
to be in a group and enjoy it, without 
the organising. 

# IS folk dancing all you do at U3A? 

I was a founder member and on the 
committee for two years but now it 
has got so big, I enjoy just going to 
classes. 

# HOW did you get involved with 
Cats Protection? 

I had joined when I was in Berkshire 
but didn't do much as I hadn't much 
time. When we moved here they put 
me in touch with the local branch who 
asked me to take over as publicity of¬ 
fice and found many of my skills from 
the adoption agency were useful as I 
deal with similar, caring types of peo¬ 
ple. Now I also edit the monthly 
newsletter Cat Chat, we send out over 
200 by post and even have subscriber 
in Spain and Australia. 

# ARE there many cats waiting for 
rehoming? 

At the moment we have 30 plus cats 
and an even longer list of ones waiting 
to come into care. We are not a rescue 


centre we are a re-homing charity and 
take in strays and unwanted cats. 
There are nine foster carers, some of 
whom have chalets in their gardens 
and some use their spare rooms. 

• WHAT kind of help do you need 
for the cats? 

People can really help by donating 
food, the Co-op are very good and we 
have collection boxes in Crewkerne 
Chard and llminster. Financial dona¬ 
tions are always welcome and al¬ 
though it is a national charity, our local 
branch is independently run by volun¬ 
teers so all the money stays local. I 
have an army of ladies who knit blan¬ 
kets and people donate wool and bric- 
a-brac for our sales. There are also 
people who bake cakes for our 
monthly fairs. We hold them in various 
places and since the Henhayes Centre 
opened we go there twice a year. 

• DO you both help with the char¬ 
ity work? 

David runs the lost and found website 
which we sponsor personally, he up¬ 
dates it daily and has over 200 hits a 
week. Our lost and found team re¬ 
united 97 cats with their owners last 
year. There was one cat that was micro 
chipped and had come from Wolver¬ 
hampton in a van. Micro chipping is so 
important, along with neutering, and 
the charity helps people on benefits 
with vouchers. 

• WHY do cats end up homeless? 

It is a common misconception that 
cats will fend for themselves and peo¬ 
ple will move and leave the cat behind 
but when we pick up strays, they are 
always full of fleas and worms. Others 
come to use because someone has 
died or gone into a nursing home or 
they have moved to a house near a 
road. We have a foster couple who are 
near a road and used to have their 
own cats, they now have a chalet in 
the garden. 

• IF someone wants to home a cats 
do they pay? 

We are supposed to charge a set fee of 
£50 but prefer to ask for a donation. 
The cats leave us vaccinated, de-flead, 
microchipped and wormed which 
costs about £150. Kingfisher Vets are 
fantastic, they do all our work. If a cat 
has special needs, like medication for 
the rest of its life, we foot the bill for 
that too. Some of them are old, we 
have one at the moment, Mr D'Arcy 
who is about 15 and just wants a lap 
to curl up on. 
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Mum launches foundation for her horse boy

S OMETHING differ¬ 
ent is happening at 
a stables near 
Chard where interna¬ 
tionally renowned au¬ 
thor Rupert Isaacson 
paid a visit this week. 

Mother of three, Lilias 
Ahmeira, moved her 
family to Scrapton Farm, 
Wadeford just eight- 
weeks ago after a meet¬ 
ing with Mr Isaacson 
turned her life on its 
head. 

She watched his film 
The Horse Boy, about his 
journey through Mon¬ 
golia with his autistic 
son who had developed 
a special connection 
with horses. 

The therapy of being 
with the animals caused 
him to regain his speech 
and re-connect to the 
world in a way that the 
medical profession 
thought would never 
happen. 

The discovery of this 
phenomena led to the 
setting up of The Horse 
Boy Foundation, which 
works with children not 
only in the autistic spec¬ 
trum but those who 
have other emotional is¬ 
sues. 

Lilias Ahmeira had 
spent the last ten years 
gaining an international 
reputation at the cut¬ 
ting edge end of com¬ 
plementary therapy and 
energy medicine, with a 
respected practice and 
patients referred by 
Harley Street. 

She had been search¬ 
ing for solutions to the 
environmental reasons 
for the autism in her 
own son, the middle of 
her three boys, and is 
now a spokesperson at 
international confer¬ 
ences on autism. 

Seeing The Horse Boy, 
and the trauma that 
Rowan Isaacson had 
gone through, and the 
calming influence the 
horse had on him, struck 


a very emotional chord 
with her. Encouraged by 
partner Adam, she ap¬ 
proached Rowan's fa¬ 
ther Rupert and told 
him she wanted to use 
her knowledge and fol¬ 
low his lead. 

Having previously 
been a dressage and 
three day eventing 
champion for 20 years, 
she was in a unique po¬ 
sition of having clinical 
knowledge, horse expe¬ 
rience and being the 
parent of an autistic 
child to enable her fol¬ 
low The Horse Boy 
Foundation methodol¬ 
ogy. 

With hardly a back¬ 
ward glance she took 
the plunge and moved 
from Aberdeen to 
Wadeford to set up 
Special Horses for Spe¬ 
cial Children. 

Her aim is to create a 
charity which enables 
families to come to her 
farm, stay in yurts and 
work with the horses so 
they can have a com¬ 
plete experience. 

She has been told she 
needs £6,000 to be reg¬ 
istered as a charity, 
money she cannot spare 
at this stage as she digs 
into her own savings to 
set up the foundation. 

Having been told by a 
doctor that her son 
would never achieve, Lil¬ 
ias said it was the best 
thing anyone could 
have said because it 
made her get the bit be¬ 
tween her teeth and 
prove them wrong. 

She was adamant that 
all children were special 
and no boundaries 
should be put on any 
child. 

She wants her charity 
to not just to help autis¬ 
tic children but any child 
that has emotional is¬ 
sues, whether it be 
anger due to family 


break up, problems at 
school, bereavement or 
trauma. 

This is different work 
to Riding for the Dis¬ 
abled, aimed at those 
who are able bodied 
and offering more of a 
challenge. However, she 
has been offered full 
support from the direc¬ 
tor of Riding for the Dis¬ 
abled. 

The last eight weeks 
have been a whirlwind, 
gathering six horses and 
all the equipment, in¬ 
cluding imported Amer¬ 
ican saddles in synthetic 
material light enough 
for the ponies. 

Not having been on a 
horse herself for 20 
years, Lilias has also had 
to put her body through 
its paces with a crash 
course from expert Ja- 
nine Pendlebury to get 
her back up to speed. 

She wants to do dres¬ 
sage and circus tricks 
with the children. 

When Rupert Isaacson 
said he would come for 
two days to endorse her 
venture, Lilias said she 
was honoured. 

Holding a workshop 
for her and a small 
group of other inter¬ 
ested trainers from 
across the country, in¬ 
cluding Emma Shearing, 
originally from Merriott, 
Mr Isaacson stressed the 
importance of being led 
by the needs of the child 
and demonstrated how 
lying on a bare backed 
horse, both forwards 
and backwards, 

smelling it and relaxing 
on it withouttheanimal 
walking, was immensely 
calming. 

He explained how this 
sensory experience with 
the pony allowed physi¬ 
cal contact with a child 
that may not have al¬ 
lowed touch before, 
leading to the parent 
being able to perform 


soothing and gentle 
massage to their back 
and legs. 

The whole experience 
was aimed to de-stress 
the family unit. He said 
82 per cent of marriages 
with an autistic child, 


dissolve. 

Most of the experi¬ 
enced riders assembled 
admitted that they had 
never spent such quiet, 
intimate time with their 
mounts and as each 
tried the method in 


turn, they realised its 
benefit. 

This was an essential 
part of the training 
which will be used at 
Special Horses for Spe¬ 
cial Children. 

Lilias is anxious to get 


her unique charity up 
and running as soon as 
possible and said she 
hoped to open officially 
in January. 

Meanwhile she would 
love to go and talk to 
local groups about her 


work and her life as a 
parent of a special child.

WITH Christmas just around the corner, you 
might be giving consideration to which gift to 
buy that Foodie loved one. National retailers, from 
supermarkets to department stores, have multi¬ 
ple over wrapped and under required items, all of 
which would seldom seem profitable in the aver¬ 
age kitchen at any other time of year, but some¬ 
how seem to shift in vast quantities at Christmas. 

Yet putting aside the mystery of why some of us 
flash 20 pound notes for brittle brulee torches, 
which we just know will be pushed to the back of 
their cupboard with the coming of the January 
diets, I would like to encourage you to make an 
investment in a present worth every penny this 
year. If your beloved Foodie is yet to own one, 
then please buy them a preserving pan. 

About £40 should be enough to secure a suit¬ 
able example, and while by no means a snivelling 
sum it will at least furnish your friend with some¬ 
thing to literally last a lifetime. Mine goes back 
two generations, and I see no reason why it 
should not go on two more. 

The well apportioned, heavy based preserving 
pan opens up a whole host of Saturday afternoon 
possibilities at different stages of the year. The 
new owner will be able to make the most of the 
all too short Seville Orange season as they join me 
and many others in the January production of 
marmalade (a better cure to the late winter blues, 


I cannot offer). 

Then, as spring approaches, the bountiful offer¬ 
ing of elderflower may be reaped in order to pro¬ 
duce enough cordial to last a year. As the seasons 
continue to roll on, a host of jams - 
loganberry, raspberry and black¬ 
berry, for example - can be satisfy- 
ingly concocted upon the hob, along 
with those jellies to compliment the 
years'meat dishes - such as rose hip, 
apple and mint or redcurrant. 

With autumn comes the chutney, 
with my favourites being plum, 
green tomato and elderberry (the 
bounty superseded by those elder- 
flower heads untouched for cordial!). 

Finally, of course, we come full cir¬ 
cle as your gift will could be the per¬ 
fect piece of kitchenalia to host of 
worthy quantity of mulled cider in 12 
months time. 

The preserving pan is, in all hon¬ 
esty, one of the most treasured items 
in my cupboard, and one I am totally 
confident will be passed to the next 
generation, along with the traditions 
and skills of producing fine pre¬ 
serves. So if it is something useful for 
the kitchen he or she really wants 


then why not look past the pseudo-chic boxes 
beloved of mainstream present pushers and get 
them something which will both preserve and be 
preserved.

Drought continues 

IT IS now more than a month since Bob Buckler's stable had 
a winner but the trainer is optimistic it will soon change 
writes Stuart Broom. 

"Every stable goes through lean periods. There's nothing 
that you can particularly put your finger on that's the cause, 
and you have to work through it. 

We've had a great run for a couple of seasons or so, only 
interrupted by a period when a virus swept through the 
yard, it will come back. 

"A lot of our horses have gone up in handicap which ob¬ 
viously makes it more difficult to win races, whilst we've had 
the odd bit of bad luck, and of course horses and trainer are 
like anyone; they have their off days. 

"But this is part of the magic of training horses, to bring 
out the best in them. 

A good example of bad luck and character was Double 
Dizzy in the Grand Sefton Handicap Chaseover the National 
course at Aintree on Sunday. 

"He is a horse that likes to lead and look after himself. He 
had a rough time in his prep race at Sandown a couple of 
weeks ago where he was knocked into, so it was essential 
to get him out front. 

Unfortunately he broke the tapes and whilst he was up 
towards the front runners after the restart he was a bit re¬ 
luctant. I think he has fallen out of love with it at the mo¬ 
ment and so we will send him hunting for a while to 
sweeten him." 

Buckler put his hands up to the poor showing of The 
Sawyer in the Paddy Power Gold Cup Chase at Cheltenham 
the previous weekend. 

"I think his prep race at Exeter two weeks earlier took more 
out of him than I expected; it was over a slightly shorter trip 
but it was a fast run race. 

Although he didn't show it at home, but as result he was 
a bit flat at Cheltenham. He has run in races much closer to¬ 
gether, sometimes only a few days, and been successful, but 
maybe the error was this was his first run of the season." 

Ethiopia jumped immaculately in a good race at Plump- 
ton where he was conceding almost two stone to two of the 
four runners, until the last where he got in too close and un¬ 
seated Nathan Sweeney, whilst a loose horse running across 
him put paid to CullahiM's chances at Fontwell. 

Tiger Breeze found the ground at Exeter much too soft 
for him and running too freely early on eventually ran out 
of puff, but shower good signs of improvement for the fu¬ 
ture on firmer ground.
